The Toung Widow. 
BY THE WIFE OF AN ENGLISH Missioxav. 


No class of the people in India are more 
miserable or despised than widows; and 
there are none who claim more of the pity 
and help of Christians than they do.— 
Our readers, we feel assured, will read with 
more than ordinary interest the following 
yainful narrative, which Mrs. M. E. F. 
Vhiting, the wife of an excellent Mission- 
ary in Assam, sent to a publication in 
America: 

Last cold season I had the pleasure of 


| going with my husband on his second 


preaching tour at Jorhat. We lived ina 
zayat in the middle of the city; and being 
thus among the people, I had daily visits 
from women of every caste, Groups of 
reapers, on their way tothe flelds in the 
morning, to satisfy their curiosity would 
atop and spend a half-hour or more In talk: 
lng with me; und during the day, a few 
women from the bagar would leave thelr 
stalls for a short time to come and tell me 
perhaps with a laugh, what those who call: 
ed the day before had heard of the Christian 
religion, and to ask me if it was true. Be- 
sides these, several high caste Brahmin la- 
dies, lived near by, accompanied by ser- 
vants, and closely covered from head to 
foot, ventured to come with their daugh- 
ters, saying, ‘They had never seen a foreign 
lady, and their daughters were so anxious 
to see the Mem Sahib, they hoped their 
visit would not trouble me, &c.” 

Some of the visits I returned, calling to 
see them at their homes. Late one eve- 
ning, as I was hurrying home from a visit 
toa Brahmin lady, I was accosted by a 
woman, saying, The daughter of (a 
Brahmin holding a high Government office 
at Jorhat) sends to you her many salaams, 
and begs you will kindly call to see her.— 
She is a widow or she would herself have 
called on you.“ Where does she live?” 
“There,” pointing with her finger, “in that 
garden of tamul and plantain trees; it is 
only about a mile from here.” I replied, 
“It is too late to go there to-night; if I 
can, I will call to-morrow.” The next eve- 
ning, taking my three native girls, I follow- 
ed the direction given, and, entering the 
garden of tamul and plantain trees, I came 
in front of a small hut, in the door of which 
stoed a young woman poorly clad, witha 
little child by her side. Supposing, from 
her dress and the hut, that she was a ser- 
vant, and seeing a large house near by, I 
asked if that was the house of the Babu's 
daughter? She replied, No, this is it, and 
Iam she.” Ah,“ I said, “it is you I have 
come to see; you sent for me yesterday.” 
“Yes, I wanted to see you very much; and 
I heard you had called at several houses, 
so I thought perhaps you would visit me.” 
Then, offering me a low stool, I sat down 
in the yard with her. She had a fair, pret- 
ty, interesting face; but she looked sad, 
and her voice was mournful as she said, her 
husband had been dead more thun a year; 
the little boy by her side was her only child; 
this house was now her only home; for she 
was a lone widow; few cared for her now. 
Before I had time to reply, I was surround- 
ed by a group of curious women and girls 
from the large house near by, relatives of 
the young widow’s deceased husband.— 
After answering their many questions of cu- 
riosity in regard to foreign dress or customs, 
I again endeavored to converse with the 
widow; but her manner was wholly chang- 
ed. She was reserved and timid, and I 
saw at once that she was not treated with 
the least respect by these relatives, whom 
she evidently. feared So speaking to all 
of the soul that never dies, and of Christ 
as the only Saviour, I arose to go, when 
the young widow came quickly to nry side, 
and in a low voice said, Do come again.” 
But this I could not do. The next day 
we had the great pleasure of welcoming 
Rev. Dr. Peck to Jorhat, and the day fol- 
lowing we left for Sibsagor, But many 
times have I thought of the sad young 
widow, aud regretted I had not seen her in 
the early part of my visit at the cim. 

A few days ago, her proud father called, 
with his little son, to see us at Sibsagor.— 
I inquired for bis widowed daughter, and 
remarked that I saw her while at Jorhat, 
and that she looked very “young. “Yes,” 
he replied, “she is only about twenty years 
veXxa-

but if they thus immolate themselves, they 
are sure of heavenly happiness. None are 
forced to doit.” But is not something 
intoxicating given to them, so that they do 
not know what they are about?” ‘No, no, 
nothing of the kind, they doit asa reli- 
gious act, and to be freed from trouble.” 
Do not their parents and relatives try to 
prevent such a sacrifice?” „O, they tell 
them, you must not leave us; we shall die 
if you do; but all know it is only unmean- 
ing words, None wish to prevent the sut- 
tee; so after such — words they say, ‘Go, 
if you wish; we will not keep you from 
your husband and heaven.“ “Is it really 
true that parents and children will see a 
daughter and mother thus burned alive!“ 
Yes, truly, and will have music and rejoic- 
ng around the pyre. 

t was not very long ago that a beauti- 
fal young Brahmin, a mere child, married 
an old man. He was very fond of his 


youes. wife, and gratified her every wish ; 


ut he was very old, and died in a short 
time. His young bride mourned greatly, 
and declared she too would die, would be 
burned on the funeral pyre by her husband’s 
Her friends said, ‘No, don’t leave 

us ;’ but she exclaimed, ‘I will die with my 
husband ; he always loved me here; whe 
a love me now; I will go and be with 
m. | 
So they built the pyre and laid the dead 
upon it; and friends with music gathered 
around. Then the beautiful bride came, 
dressed in pure white robes, beautiful as 
the light of heaven, and went around to 
all friends, and made her salaam to each, 
so (putting his clasped hands to his fore- 
sali and said, ‘Father, farewell! I am 
going now;’ and he said, ‘Gio,’ ‘Mother, 
farewell | Jam going now;’ she said, ‘Cio,’ 
and thus to all, She then walked seven 
times around the pyre, calling on the names 
of our gods; then laid herself upon the pyre; 
the fire had been kindled, and she was 
burned with her husband, And ‘it was 
well,’ he added, “It was well?” Lexclaim- 
ed, with horror; O, think of your own wi- 
dowed daughter. Could you have seen her 
encrifived in such a way?” “Yes, I could, 
and with the greatest satisfaction; if she 
had wished it, and the law would have al- 
lowed. When she was married, I spent 
hundreds of rupees for the wedding feast 
and her dowry; great people came from far 
and near to see my daughter married. 
Then in a little more than a year she is a 
widow. “Oh,” he added bitterly, “it is 
very disgraceful to have a daughter a 
We were so shocked that neither 
of us replied; and, seeing our looks of dis- 
gust, he added, with a laugh, ‘All widows 
are not so religious as to die with their 
husbands. A doomoni married a rich man, 
but he soon died. She then gathered all 


his treasures into one room, and told her 


friends to prepare a pyre large enough for 
her; she would die with her husband. But 
they must leave her there alone till all was 
ready. IIer friends gladly built the pyre, 
and many from the villages around gathered 
to see the suttee. When all was ready, 
they went for the widow, but found she 
had fled, taking all the treasure she could 
carry with her. Ah,” he added, laughing 
heartily, “this was just like a doomoni. 
No Brahmin’s wife would have run away.” 
Still receiving no reply from us, he added 
by way of apology, ‘The reason parents 


consent to the suttee is, that they believe 


their widowed daughters are freed from 
trouble and disgrace, and enter at once 
with their husbands into the land of the 
blessed; and besides, great merit is con- 
ferred on their families.’ Thank God!“ 
exclaimed Mr. W., such crimes cannot be 
perpetrated her now. And, O, may the 
time soon come, when this people shall 
know and receive the Gospel of Jesus 
Christ! And, Babu, I believe it will not 
be many years before the Christian religion 
will spread far and wide over this country, 
yes, when your boy, that stands by your 
side, will see its triumphs, and perhaps feel 
its power. You,perhaps,will die as you are; 
but your boy will see great changes if he 
lives.”

I fully believed what he said, 
that he could, with the greatest satisfac- 
tion, in order to be freed from the burden 
and disgrace, gladly have seen his daugliter 
sacrificed on the funeral pyre. And those 


who know him better than we do, tell how, 


not only is his poor widowed daughter 
abused and degraded by her husband’s re- 
latives, but that her proud father and his 
family add greatly to her sorrow by their 
neglect and reproaches. She is even left 
to suffer hunger. Well she knows her big- 
oted father would gladly see her die. And 


yet this man is wealthy, and among the 


most intelligent and influential of the Assa- 
mese, and with no different feelings from 
hundreds around. O, thought I, this is 
heathenism—this the effect of their reli- 


gion; parents and relatives become enemies. 


O, it is dreadfal to live here; to have to be 
with such a people; to see and taik with 
them. It is distressing to be here in a 
heathen land. Then, in bright contrast, 
came thoughts of a beautiful Christian laud 
far away; of a parent’s tender love, and 
childhood’s happy home, and communion 
-——communion sweet with dear Christian 
friends, and a sigh deep and arose 
with the thought, Why are you here? Is 
it not to point these very heathen to the 
Lamb of God; to cast into some dark mind 
the seed of truth; and to givea ray of 
cheer and hope to some sad heart baps 
u widow's heart?

ble. Many even doubted the existence of 


such a company. They thought it all a 


hoax, and others, when assured of the fact, 
shook their heads, and uttered wise remarks 
on the transparent folly of sinking moncy 
to the bottom of the ocean. It was _liter- 
ally throwing it into the sea, We are at 


length enabled to remove all mystery from | 


the matter, atid to state on the best author- 
ity what plans have been formed, and how 
far they are advanced towards accomplish- 
ment, A little more than one year ago a 
few individuals formed the daring project 


of carrying into execution this dream of 
science—this scheme which sanguine spirits 


had hoped for, but few believed possible— Cape Race in Newfoundland, and Cape 


Their first step was to obtain a charter 


from Newfoudland. For this purpose three 
of their number were despatche 


negotiation with the Government, they suc- | 


ceeded in obtaining from that province an 
erclusive charter for fifty years, to build a 
telegraph to, or across the island, or tho 
waters adjacent thereto, or any of its de- 
pendencies, As Labrador is one of these, 
this charter virtually gives them the whole 
range of the Continent. Farther to en- 
courage the enterprise, the Government 
agreed to pay five thousand pounds sterling 
toward .coustructing a bridle path across 
the island, which was necessary for the use 
of the telegraph, and to guarantee the in- 
terest on fifty thousand pounds sterling, for 
twenty years; and also to give fifty square 
miles of land, to be selected anywhere on 
the island—all this on its completion to St, 


John's; to which were to be udded fifty 


more square miles of land, if it should be 
carried across the Atlantic, 


They obtained also from Prince Edward's 


Island an exclusive charter for fifty years, 
This Province gave a thousand acres of 
land, At the time, to complete their right 
of way, they purchased a charter which had 
been previously obtained in New-Bruns- 
wick, and have since obtained one from 
Canada, with full liberty to cross their ter- 
ritory at any point that should be necessa- 
ry. They also made a valuable agreement

at that port, for the steamers which are 
expected to call there on their trips be- 
tween America and Europe. St. John’s 
is about two days nearer to England than 
Halifax. We have therefore every reason 
to believe t in three months, the old 
world and the new will be within a week’s 
hail of each other—and that within three 
years the two hemispheres will be in instanta- 
neous communication. 

We are aware that some will read this 


with a smile of incredulity, All the con- 


tracts in the, world will not convince 
them, that such a work will ever be achiev- 
ed.

The vanguard 
consists of eight or ten ants only, When 
they have arrived near the negro colony, 
they disperse, wandering through the herb- 
age and hunting about, as if aware of the 
propiuquity of the object of their search, 
yet ignorant of its exact position. 

At last they discover the settlement 
and dhe foremost of the invaders, rushing 
impetuonsly to the attack, are met, grap-

groes on guard. alarm is quickly 
commanicated to the interior of the nest; 
the negroes sally forth by thousands, a 


the red ants rushing to the rescue, a despe- 


rate conflict ensues, which, however, always 
terminates in the defeat of the negroes, 
who fetire to the innermost recesses of 


their habitation. Now follows the scene 
of 
e red ants, with their mandi- 


bles, tear open the sides of the ant hills, 
and rush into the heart of the citadel. In 
a few minutes each invader emerges, carry- 
ing in its mouth the pupa of a worker ne- 
gro, which it has obtained in spite of the 
vigilance and valor of its natural guardians, 
The red.ants return in perfect order to 
their nests, bearing with them their living 
burdens, On reac ing the nest the pupa 
appears to be treated precisely as their 
own; and the workers, when they emerge, 


perform the various duties of the comimuni- 


ty with the greatest energy and apparent 
good will, They repair the nest, excavate 
passages, collect food, feed the larvw, take 
the pupa into the suushine, and perform 
every office which the welfare of the colony 
seems to oy 70 They conduct themselves 
entirely as if fullilling their original desti- 
nation.— Nimman's History of Insects,

Who think abstractly? The uncultiva- 
ted man, not the cultivated.
